GROWERS OF APPLES 


I/arge and Productive Orchards in 


Cumberland Valley. 


Bedford, Pa., December 2, 1912. 
Editor 
Gazette:—I 
would like 
some of your valuable space for a 
few lines about a trip I took recently 
down through the famous apple belt 
in South Bedford and Cumberland 
Valley Townships—the land where 
they grow big red apples. 
The land is surely adapted to fruit 


of all kinds, and why the farmers 
do not plant more is a mystery to 
me. The apples grown in this sec- 
tion compare favorably- with apples 
grown in New York and other apple- 
growing sections. 
If these apples 


are not so high in color as the ap- 
ples grown in the far West, they 
have a better flavor, as any person 
will tell you who has eaten them. 
Joseph Wambaugh, whose proper- 


ty adjoins the Bedford Springs prop- 
erty on the south, has a fine apple 
orchard of 2,000 trees. He has his 
cellar full of nice big red apples, hav- 
ing about 2,000 bushels this year. 
The next orchaid of any size is on 
the J. N. Drenning farm. 
In it are 
planted over 2,000 trees and most of 
tiiem were loaded with first-class ap- 


• pies this year. They had over 3,000 
bushels and are now shipping them 
to Philadelphia, where the apples are 
bringing top prices. 
Charles A. Wertz, one of the pio- 


neer apple growers of this section, 
living eight miles south of Bedford, 
has three apple orchards, all in good 
shape. 
Mr. Wertz had over 2,000 


bushels this year. 
He ships apples 
as far west as Chicago and caters to 
,the family trade in the cities. He is 
" booming Baldwin and Jonathan ap- 


ples. 
(juarles R. Drenning's property ad- 


joins Mr. Wertz's. 
He bought this 
property a few years ago and planted 
it in apple and other fruit trees. He 
had 1,500 bushels this year and is 
extolling the good qualities of the 
Stayman's Winesap and York Imper-

A 
lady from the farm mounted and 
took her seat nearby in the only 
vacant space surrounded by people of 
the fairer city class.

established. Her hair was dishevel- 
ed; her clothing worn; her hands 
callous. The fairer and more fortu- 
nate looked upon her constantly with 
mingled feelings of curiosity and 
pity^ and she felt sorely out of place 
Twice she retired to the surprise of 
passengers and returned a bit more 
sprightly; but not until some good 
Samaritan approached her and lend- 
ed assistance did she feel worthy to 
be among her kind.

and small ribbon bags that are so 
welcome with each returning Christ- 
mas are more beautiful than ever this 
year. For the art of weaving ribbons, 
which amounts to as much as paint- 
ing when it comes to picturing flowers,

Woven and printed Dresden ribbons 
and the richest brocades are used for 
the various kinds of bags The heavy 
brocades are used for bags to be car 
ried on the street, the flowered and 
gayly striped printed ribbons are chos- 
en for work bags and the small toilet 
or vanity bags for carrying powder 
and powder puff, a small hand_ mirror, 
a little square of chamois and" all the 
other little requirements which wom- 
en find it necessary to have within 
easy reach all the time.

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How the Run on the 
Bank Was Stopped

When 1 was married I had $50,000 in 


Jiaid cash and had been assistant cash- 
ier in a bank. I concluded to go west 
to some promising town and open a 
bank.
